Sucii a pla^' is a critic's joy. Tor 
opce h<s la excused from tlie d'.Mtree- 
»b!e task of pokint about tlie vlsoem of 
public taste to discover some opinion 
that will meet with the approval or, if 
you wish, the dtupproval of all and 
sundry. Here at last he can-fflve full 
r^n to that heavy load of knowlelse 
that bows the slioulders of any genuine 
hiehbrow critic. Here he can reaJly 
talk down to his readers, and such as 
you can never know that Joy of labour 
rewarded. 

Mall, Shtcp.itcaler 

The play actually amounts to very 
little dramatically. It is the tale of 
M&k, the sly sheep-stealer, who al- 
most pulls the wool over the eyea of 
three shepterds. However, when he 
fails to con\'lncc them that the stolen 
lamb is his wife's new-born boy, he re- 
ceives a'sood tossins at the hands of 
the shepherds, and the public sense of 
Justice is satisfied. But the audience 
isn't allowed to call it a nisht, and Is 
promptly informed that the play must 
be finished off on the proper e\'aneeU- 
«al jnot«j_^^lto_^ »oas_^ the 
HeaveSyHbst appears to'announce the 
Nat!^ity, and the three shepherds in a 
humble allegory of the three wise men, 
present their grifts — a branch of cherry, 
a doll, a::d a ball for the tennis. This 
dual nature of the play moves our at- 
tention to its historical background. 

Guild Cjcles 
The folk-plays of Anglo-Saixon Ens* 
land have so relation to the classical 
drama of Rome. It is rather peculiar 
that the Church which dlscouraeed the 
Classic play, eventually fostered the 
folk-play. The latter developed slowly 
out of the Llturjical play of relieious 
festivals. The expandins costs and 
audience necessitated a shift of the re- 
sponsibility from clerical to secular 
hands. The religious sl^Uicance was 
not lost, although the emphasis now 
rests more and more upon th« cntcr- 
lalnnicct vaiuï of thç performance. At 
this stage the cycles of plays were pre- 
.sented. with paid actors supported by 
the vuiid, in the form of a pageant. As 
In the current production, there v;a8 
oo-chanet of s':eE«, the s'.'tlon aimply 
being trentftrred to a diffi;:ent part of 
the «'.âge. Krom th', inira'.ie tht growth 
was awlft toward the apltndour of the 
Ellzabctlian Theatre. 

In spite of alt our mud-slinging, we 
must confess a frank astonishment at 
the surity of the characteriwlloii, the 
aptness of dialogue^ and the skillful 
suspense with which the unknown au- 
liior of this play closed hie slinplw plot.

Peace Con- 
ference. 

^ third group Is now being formed 
to discuss Democracy, 'Education and 
Peace: this Invoh'cs the effect ot mo- 
vies, chiirclics, and especially colleges 
and high schools upon public opin'on 
with regard to peace. The leader of 
this group, which will pçobably meet 
on Fridays," la to bo Professor Soulh- 
am. U will bo noted that the Peace 
Movement Study Groups aro being ar- 
ranged upon a d'fteront plan from that 
of last year. Instead ot single top'cs 
for each meeting, each group discusses 
given aspects ot a wide topic which is 
continued for several sessions. 
' Furthermore, to avoid vagueness, 
and to supply the students with con- 
crete facts on the topics assigned,- out- 
lines containing information and. sug- 
gesting books and periodicals lo read 
up, will be available at least two days 
before the meeting. Research commit- 
tees of gra.duato students have been 
appo'nted to augment the supply ot 
data on the various subjects. 

With regard to practical activities, 
the Movement at McGlll is endeavour- 
ing to form a branch at. Macdonald 
College; and summary reports ot the 
study group results will tie exchanged 
with other unlversit'ea. It has been 
suggested by students in other univer- 
sities that pracl'cal measures should bo 
taken to cause the er.nsurc from the 
Canadlon Statutes of the Conscription 
Laws ot 1017, which sllU threaten 
conscription in caso ot war.

This year a bigrgcr and more complete 
directory is presented to the ÎIcGill pub- 
lic. This has been made possible through 
the inclusion of the names of all the stu- 
dents .it M.icdonald College, which here- 
tofore have not been included. This addi- 
tion to the directory gives it a wider 
range and a greater value to the pur* 
chaser. 

The Directory, for those vlio are 
nMvcomers to the University, is a book 
containing the name, year, faculty, city 
address and telephone number - and home 
address of everj' student registered at 
McGill. It is invaluable to every student 
who has anything to do with any of his 
fellows. It forms a means of ready ref- 
erence and of obtaining accurate infor- 
mation. No student should be without a 
copy. 

The Directory is the work of the 
Registrar's office. It is compiled by him 
and printed by the University at the ex- 
pense of the Students' Council. Before 
the Directory, in its present form, was 
published the list of students was drawn 
up for the convenience of the University 
and used in their calendar. This was 
brought to the attention of the Council 
a few years ago and it was decided that 
this information would be invaluable to 
the students as a whole if it could be 
m«de avaiJable. Steps were taken anfl 
today we en.ioy the directorj' which is 
bound in the familiar grey of the Uni- 
versity publications.

The author of this intriguing tale of modern 
life hi«!< many affinities with another Konlni of the 
modern American novel, Sinclair l.e^vl^. Uplcn «ln- 
clftlr and Sinclair Lewis started ihoir wiitlnK caioorM 
in the esrly years of the twentieth century. Both 
began tn the I-Iastern United Status. They huve both 
been affected by the shifting, conflicting social forces 
and IdooloBles of our hlstoilcal pcrloil, U«lh have 
probed, with the eye and I'on of Kvnius, llie .loclal 
caiiceri', the shams, the rayon-clolhcd, i;elloiihane- 
wrapped ruthlessnesi oC liidu.strial »iul fliianolnl 
power, and the sllrrinaa of the masses. Both have 
been maligned, both have been acclaimed as sociolog- 
ical novelists. But they are different typos. Sinclair 
Lewis is more the cold analyst of luinuin life In nil 
Its passions and possessions and groupij, Vpton Sin- 
clair is more the philosophic realist who adds a posi- 
tive vision to the résulta ot analysis. Ho la an expert 
in the dissection of society to firid out wlmt makes 
It go; he can lay bare the heart of man; and ho Is 
one who beholds tho workings of American society 
in aU its complexity and In all Its part.s. But ho 
doesn't stop with these things, ho synthcslres the re- 
sults with the pulsing current of conviction ihal there 
is good In man and possibilities for tho social order, 
tJpton Sinclair is the prophet and crusader. As such 
he ia the more admirable and greater genius. 

The life of Upton Sinclair, for over thirty years, 
has been an exciting story of baitlo with words and 
actions against unjust privllese, »>xplollaiion, graft, 
financial piracy, and'all'Uio host of evils so familiar 
today. He has been repulsed tlino and time again, 
both by the forces he attacks and bjr the apathy of 
the. people for whom he ^as fought. He has always 
risen to fight again." All know of his Epic campaign 
in California and his defeat by an unscrupulous op- 
position. But do you know that he has - written 
forty-four books and nine plays? Thai one of his 
earliest novels, "Jungle," cleaned up the meat pack- 
ers7 That his books probably have a much wider 
circulation in the Scandinavian countries than they 
liave in our "Love Story" and "Movie Magazine" 
Canada? ' 

Since ''Co-op'' is lest controversial than some of 
his previous works, It may have a wider appeal in 
Canada. The growth of the co-operaUve movement 
In our own country will also add to its popularity. As 
1 ïiory, well-told and packed with human Interest, it 
cannot fail to hold attention. In it the American 
scene from I'JoJ lo 103C Is surveyed from tho vantaeo 
point of th% old warehouse sheltering the Self-Help 
Exchange of San Sebastian. The thread of the story 
moves far down in "Pipe City" where transientB life 
in concrete cylinders; weaves through the lives of 
ptople on rtlicf but trying to help themselves 
through ths co-op; touches the middle class; and 
darts far up amont' Hit old and new ariulocracy of 
wealth, entering the White House Itself via tiio door 
opened by feminine influence. It weaves a dark. 
Lbaotic and often desperate pattern, liul there is 
pltniy of life, laughter and lovo, whllo a golden 
Ihiea/J of belief In the aveiage peiBon's capacity for 
kindness and even for reason, under the proper ap- 
peal, runs through the darker cloth, it Ik life loiliiy. 

Sinclair luis not lokt bis ubility to interprut the 
experiences of tlie vlcUms and victors ot tho un- 
plaiintd mc.hujiiiim of producUon in words ot crystul- 
Jike cltiriiy. His encyclopedic knowledge of the mod- 
ern a^jt is ttill inttttl. ills vivid prcsciiiatlun kIvuk 
the reader an understanding ot liia bociul cnviioniiiviil 
while at the same time polnlina 1 he wuy lo action 
that will rid that environincni of serious defects, 

Jfor those who love ficUon, it Is good; fur those 
who are not too weak-minded lo appreciate vision and 
purpose, it 1» c*';elleni. i.'pton Sinclair has not lost 
his vision yet. J-
